REGIMENTAL STORES 
AT THE CANTONMENT 


Every Convenience and Com- 
fort Will Be Provided for 
Men at Camp Gordon. 


One of the most important steps 
which have been taken to insure the 
comfort and convenience of the 
“rookies” of the national army, who 
will soon come pouring into Atlanta 
en route to Camp Gordon, is the es- 
tablishment of a chain of regimental 
co-operative military stores at the can- 
torment under the direction of the 
lod committee on training camp ac- 
tivities. 

The detailed plan of organization and 
Operation of these stores, which will be 
eight in number, one‘being established 
for each regiment, was Wednesday an- 
neunced by military men in charge. 

The stores will be located near their 
respective regiments and will carry a 
complete line of tobaccos, candies, 
tevch brushes and paste, shaving arti- 
cles, military accessories and other -ar- 
ticles of a like nature. 

Each store will be kept by a civilian 
who has had experience along lines of 
mercantile business and bookkeeping, 
and he will be paid a good salary. <Act- 
ing as an auditor and general director 
of operations for the store of his regi- 
ment will be a lieutenant from each 
company, and in charge of the entire 
chain of stores will be a division ex- 
change officer, a captain attached to 
the personal staff of General Swift. 

In this way the work of each man

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CITIZENS SEEK RELIEF 
AGAINST GUANO PLANTS 


Full Attendance Present at 
Meeting of Committee 
Held Wednesday. 


The committee appointed by the cit- 
izens’ meeting for the purpose of get- 
ting relicf against the guano factories 
at Armour Station held an interesting 
meeting Wednesday evening, at which 
theré was a full attendance. 

Attention was called to the card of 
E. F. Daniels, Jr., and the interview of 
General Clifford Anderson in an after- 
noon paper, and considerable discus- 
sion followed. 

It was the unanimous Delief of the 
committée, as expressed by a number 
of speakers, that the courts, officials 
and public generally in and around 
Atlanta will not allow two or three 
powerful, rich, foreign corporations to 
run over the citizens and residents of 
this county and injure their property 
with foul and unhealthy odors and 
fumes without giving them relief. 

The committee also wishes to call 
attention to the fact that these guano 
concerns do not make any purchases in 
Atlanta. They buy their raw material 

nd all their supplies somewhere else, 
it is stated, and they do not employ 
any high-price men except the superin- 
tendents, who write cards. Their em- 
ployees are made up of negroes who, it 
was stated, ought to be fumigated be- 
fore they are allowed to ride on the 
Street cars. 


Have Not Legal Rights. 


Lawyers advise that it makes no dif- 
ference who came there first, no prop- 
erty owner has the right to invade the 
premises of another with fumes and 
odors, 

Attention was also called to the fact 
that there are residences and homes in 
this vicinity that were built long be- 
fore ground was ever broken for any 
of these factories, and these and the 
other residents claim a right to be al- 
lowed to live in their homes without 
being subjected to these acid fumes 
and offensive odors. 

Mr. Daniels, the manager of the pro- 
posed new plant, which is to use fish 
scrap, stated to Mr. Haverty and to 
Mr. Hope, two of the committee, who 
went to him to make the protest about 
moving his plant from East Point to 
Armour, that this fish scrap, when the 
wind was in the right direction, could 
be smelled for fifteen miles. 

The committee has been informed, 
it is stated, that when this plant was 
prevented by East Point in its effort 
to handle this fish scrap, this concern, 
knowing that the use of this fish scrap 
and the factory constitute a nuisance, 
proceeded to ‘buy this land by decep- 
tion, misleading the owners by stating 
to them that it was to be used for a 
warehouse and not as a fertilizer fac- 
tory. 

The property owners claim that this 
whole Situation is an unmitigated 
nuisance, and cannot stand the test of 
the laws. They hold that no concern 
of this kind has a right to-destroy the 
property, peace and enjoyment of a 
whole countryside. 

The committee announces that it is 
going after them, and that they are 
going to Keep after them, and they 
might as well recognize now that these 
nuisances must stop. 


Incorporation Opposed. 


Resolutions opposing the proposed 
incorporation of “that part of Fulton 
county known as Buckhead” were pass- 
ed at a meeting of property owners in 
that vicinity, held last night at Don- 
aldson’s hall. 

It was set forth by speakers that 
Buckhead was well lighted, had ample 
police protection, and was well cared 
for in a sanitary way, and that there 
is no necessity for incorporation. 

M. Il. Thrower was elected chairman 
of the meeting and W. C. Munday sec- 
retary, A committee to work against 
incorporation was named as follows: 
George P. Donaldson, Dr. H. F. Scott.

BENEFITS TO THE CITY OF HAVING 
CAMP GORDON AT ITS DOORS SAVED 


BY WARNING NOTE OF CONSTITUTION 


The warning note on the seriousness of the transportation situation between Camp 
Gordon and Atlanta, as first sounded in The Constitution’s leading editorial of Thurs- 
day, August 16, has resulted in the assurance of transportation facilities between the 
cantonment and the city, which will probably not be surpassed at any other canton- 
ment site in the country, provided, of course, the Southern railway now does its part, 


as the trolley company has agreed to do. 


The announcement by the Georgia Railway and Power company yesterday that it 
would proceed immediately with the construction of a double track trolley to the camp 
marked the biggest success of the campaign waged as the result of The Constitution's 


first warning note. 


In addition to this, it has resulted in the determination to widen 


that part of Peachtree road lying in DeKalb county, and also in the agreement of the 
Southern railroad to operate shuttle trains between the camp and the city after Oc- 
tober 15—leaving a month and a half without any track transportation between the 


city and the cantonment. 


The first call to the citizens of the city and its civic organizations, to wake up 
to a realization of the seriousness of the situation was in the following editorial appear- 


ing in The Constitution on August 16: 


SOMEBODY IS ASLEEP. 
of The Constitution of August 
16, 1917.) 

It will not be long now—about three 
weeks—before Camp Gordon, out near 
Silver Lake, will city of approxi- 
mately 50,000 inhabitants, inclusive of 
the army cantonment and those having 
business connections therewith and who 
must depend upon the cantonment-serv- 
ing facilities for transportation inciden- 
tal to their business between the city and 
the camp. 

The only means of public passenger 
transportation between Atlanta,‘a city 
of 200,000, and _ this potential center 
of 50,000 inhabitants—a distance of about 
12 miles—will, so far as plans have been 
made, consist in a single-track trolley 
line about half the way, and a double- 
track line the other half! 

Which will be absolutely, utterly and 
distressfully inadequate to take care of 
the traffic that is bound to follow the 
opening of the cantonment! 

It is altogether reasonable to presume 
that the traffic demands of the canton- 
ment—considering the number of people 
who will be directly and personally inter- 
ested in the camp—will equal that of a 
city of at least 100,000 population. 

Yet, here we are within three weeks 
of the proposed opening of the canton- 
ment, with a trolley line double-tracked 
for only one-half the distance between 
Atlanta and the camp, and without even

Somebody must be asleep on this im- 
portant proposition! 

Evidently, whoever is responsible has 
failed to sense the magnitude of it. 

But it is a mighty serious question, 
and the situation will lead to all manner 
of inconvenience, if not worse, unless it 
is remedied without a day of unnecessary 
delay. 

The conditions demand that two things 
be done: First, that the trolley line 
be double-tracked every foot of the way 
from Atlanta to Camp Gordon—a line 
which already is carrying peak traffic 
during certain hours of the day between 
Atlanta and its present terminus at 
Brookhaven—and, second, the Southern 
railway should put into effect a local 
passenger schedule between Atlanta and 
the cantonment as as the recruits 
are assembled. 

Unless one or both of these things 
are done the opening of the cantonment 
will bring about a condition that will be 
mighty hard to deal with, and it will be 
accompanied by wholesale regrets. 

Mark The Constitution's word for it~ 
if something is not done, and done prompt- 
ly, to relieve this situation all sorts of 
trouble is ahead for both city and canton- 
ment.

How Brave General Wilson, 
Backed by President McKinley, 
Handled Disorderly Negroes

About that negro soldier riot in Houston 
week both the officials and the press 
astray.

They have spoken of 
it as “unprecedented” 
and “having no parallel 
in army history.” 

But the same sort of 
affair almost identical- 
ly, except as to fatali- 
ties and the wounded, 
happened at Macon, Ga., 
during the encampment 
of our troops there in 
the Spanish-American 
campaign. 

The First army corps, 
commanded by Major 
General James H. Wil- 
son, was” encamped 
there preparing to go to 
( Cuba. In the corps were 

se included two negro regl- 
ments, the Third North Carolina and the 
Sixth Virginia. 

These two regiments were put into a can- 

tonment to themselves, out beyond Vineville, 
two miles from the nearest camp of white 
troops. 
Some of the negro soldiers were arrested 
the Macon police for drunkenness and 
disorderly conduct. When released to the 
provost guard and returned to camp they 
complained of brutal treatment by the po- 
licemen. 

A gang of camp-trotting, dissolute negro 
women carried liquor into the camp that 
evening and egged on some drunken soldiers 
to “go down into Macon and clean out de 
white devils.” The fury thus started spread 
through the camp and soon there were signs 
of mutiny. Guns were looked over and made 
ready for action and ammunition was taken 
from custody and distribut@. 

News of the threatened attack in the 
city was carried to headquarters: and at 
midnight General Wilson was informed by 
Senator Bacon and others of the impending 
peril. Immediately General Wilson sent or- 
ders to Colonel Gaillard, commander of the 
Third United States Volunteer Engineers, of 
which I was chaplain, to call out the regi- 
ment and stop the threatened raid upon a 
sleeping city. 

We were bugled to 
regiment double-quicked 
ness to the camp of the negro troops, sur- 
rounded it and put the whole outfit under 
arrest. We disarmed both regiments and 
held them so in camp until General Wilson 
reported the situation fully to Washington 
with his recommendations. 

In a day or so orders came from Presi- 
dent McKinley, through the _ secretary of 
war, to dishonorably discharge both regi- 
ments and to send them thus disgraced 
back to their home states. 

That was promptly done and, these dis- 
graced ex-soldiers were escorted to the cars 
to the tune of “The Yogue’s March.” 

On the way home, with small arms smug- 
gled to them, they fired upon men and wom- 
en in the fields and on the public roads all 
the way through the Carolinas. 

These are the only full regimental cam- 
mands ever dishonorably mustered out en 
masse from the American forces from the 
Revolution down to the present day. 

Curiously, it was Wednesday afternoon 
in his senate committee room that I detailed 
all the above to Senator Tillman, who had 
just returned from begging the secretary of 
war not to send negro regiments to the can- 
tonment in Columbia. The senator had me 
dictate the facts to his stenographer and 
they were sent to Secretary Baker less than 
sixteen hours before the fatal outbreak oc- 
curred at Houston. 

To those of us who have served in the army 
and who know the peculiar psychology that 
develops in the average negro when put into 
a United States army uniform and given a 
gun, it is wiways considered a highly haz- 
ardous adventure to quarter large units of 
negro troops in southern communities.

Negro Minister Tells Why 


‘portions of Great Britain, 


Negroes Should Remain Here 


Editor Constitutione I delivered the an- 
nual sermon of the Atlanta district confer- 
ence of the A. M. B. church in the city of 
Atlanta a few days ago. When the minutes 
were read the following morning, on motion 
to adopt, one of the preachers of the con- 
ference rose up and asked me why, in my 
sermon the day before, I advised the colored 
people to remain in the South. I told him 
I would answer this question through the 
columns of The Constitution. 

I now reiterate my statements with em- 
phasis, without fear of successful contradic- 
tion. Having traveled extensively through 
Europe and Afri- 
ca, and throughout the states, and having 
come in contact with different nations and 
races, I feel competent to advise my people 
for their best interest. I know that the 
south is the negro’s best home, because he 
Is better known and understood by the 
southern white people, who have grown up 
with him, and by many considered one 
family. 

The northern people do not know 
intrinsic ties. The southern white 
know the idiosyncracies of the uncultured 
negro and, with such sympathy, will make 
allowances for his shortcomings and defects. 

I know that many of our race have been 
lynched, but let the negro atrive to remove 
the cause leading up to this infraction of 
the law, as wel! as to condemn the act of 
lynching. Let the good, law-abiding negro 
Separate himself from the criminal classes 
and seek to expose and apprehend such vil- 
Jains and turn them over to the proper of- 
ficers of the law, and I am certain that not 
an innocent, respectable negro will be 


harmed; for the best white people of the 
south will stand by such persons and pro- 
tect them at the cost of blood. 

On the above lines I had a long talk 
with Chief Justice William H. Fish, of the 
Supreme court of Georgia. In this conver- 
sation he said that he loved the colored 
people, and as 7 he would always see 
that the colored man had a fair trial and 
received justice before his court, regardless 
mia standing or influence of the prose- 
CULor. 

When the negro learns to love well his 
God and the church, and will fill the day 
schools, colleges and industrial institutions 
with neat and clean boys and irls, Keep 
his home from the criminals, lift high his 
moral standard, and as an employee be hon- 
est, truthful, respectful, punctual and trust- 
worthy, neat in his person and in his home, 
then there will be no race friction and the 
southland will be the negro’s paradise. No 
people on the globe will do more for a 
worthy negro than the southern white peo-

Other sections of our country may offer 
and pay higher wages, but the negro will 
find himself! in the atmosphere of extreme 
exactness; every “t’’ must be crossed and 
every ‘i’ must be dotted, and every minute 
of lost time will be deducted from his daily 
stipend. No patience, sympathy or credit 
are allowed him. Spot cash decides his fate 
and friendship dies in the, absence of the 
cash. Here in the south the groceryman, 
every dry goods merchant, and every dealer 
in all the commodities the negro needs, gives 
him a chance to live, regardless of his cir- 
cumstances, 

Here the industrious negro can 
home on easy terms; paying less than 50 
cents per week for it. Here his black 
face does not bar him from working any- 
where; skilled workmen and the cemmon la- 
borers have an equal chance in the meat and 
bread race. In other sections, these privi- 
leges are denied the colored-man 

These are some of the reasons why I am 
advising the colored people to remain in 
the south, where sympathy and friendship

| flow in abundance toward the worthy negro. 


We know that some civic and politica] rights 
are denied the negro in the south, but when 
the negro, as a unit, qualifies himself, as a 
great number of our best men and women 
have done, the race will be accorded every 
right that is now enjoyed by the white race. 
To bring about this glorious epoch it wil] 
take time, patience, endurance, prayer and 
faith in God. When these things are ob- 
served, the change will be so great that 
instead of eine the south, the negro from 
other sections will be flocking to the south 
for better opportunities and true friendship.

One excellent remedy is half a glassful 
of cold water in which is dissolved a} level 
teaspoonful of soda.

This action was taken as the result of 
the demand for an investigation of the 
case by the New York chapter of the 
Baseball Writers’ Association of Amer- 
ica, after McGraw had signed a state- 
ment repudiating the interview when 
brought before the league upon charges 
filed by President Tener. 

The finding of the board, as announc- 
ed after today’s session, states that 
witnesses in the room with McGraw 
at the time of the alleged interview did 
not hear the remarks attributed to him. 
McGraw is held responsible, however, 
upon the grounds that he authorized 
and indorsed the statements contained 
in the interview when he accepted the 
original manuscript for his approval 
and returned it with the remark that 
it was “all right.”

“This is deemed by the board of di- 
rectors a proper time to warn managers 
and other employees of the league that 
on any future conviction for an offense 
of this nature a penalty of suspension 
will be the minimum punishment.”
